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ANGRY postal workers have 
slammed a move to close a 
parcel collection office three 
hours early - accusing Royal Mail 
of putting profit before service 
and their jobs at risk. 

The Communications Workers 
Union has condemned the move, 
without any consultation, to close 
the Haverhill Callers Offices at 2pm, 
three hours earlier, from August 24. 

Callers offices are where members of the 
public can visit to collect items of mail, such 
as parcels and items that require a signature. 
The main reason for this is because the 
customer was not at home when delivery 
was attempted. 

Royal Mail employs just under 50 people 
at Haverhill, with postmen already under 
pressure to complete rounds at a speed of 
4mph. One angry staff member, who asked 
not to be named, said morale was at rock 
bottom and the change seemed illogical as 
surveys had shown early afternoon was the 
busiest time of day at the collection office. 

Steve Butts, local spokesman for the 
Communication Workers Union (CWU), 
said: “This plan doesn’t make any 
commonsense, the customers that need to 
visit the callers office are there mainly to 
collect postal packets.

COUNCILS across Suffolk 
are joining forces to let hard- 
pressed residents know what 
expert help and advice is 
available to them as they 
feel the effects of the cont¬ 
inuing recession. 

A total of seven district and 
borough councils are urging people 
to get expert help with any 
financial problems they may be 
suffering as a result of the ongoing 
economic recession. 

With the help of Government 
funding, they are launching a joint 
bid to highlight the information 
and support on offer to local 
residents, and are setting up a rent 
deposit scheme to enable people in 
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financial difficulty to move into a 
rented home. 

St Edmundsbury, Forest Heath, 
Babergh, Ipswich, Mid Suffolk, 
Suffolk Coastal and Waveney 
councils have between them 
gained a £60,000 Government grant 
from the recession impact fund for 
the campaign. 

Mike Eaton, head of housing and 
benefits services at Suffolk Coastal, 
said on behalf of the partnership: 
“Our key message to anyone feeling 
the effects of the credit crunch is 
that they must not leave it too late 
to get the free help and advice that 


is on offer. The worst thing that 
anyone can do is to ignore their 
mounting debts. 

“Taking early action is part¬ 
icularly important for anyone who 
is facing problems paying their 
mortgage or who have secured 
loans against their home that they 
are struggling to repay. 

“Our campaign will stress that 
people need to talk to their lender 
as quickly as possible. 

“We want to encourage people to 
take action that will control or 
manage any debts they have. 
Ignoring letters, bills or phone calls 
is a recipe for disaster, and there is 
help on hand to guide people 
through the potentially daunting 
and frightening maze they may feel 


they are now in.” 

For those with mortgages, there 
are national schemes that could 
assist them, such as Homeowners 
Mortgage Support, the Mortgage 
Rescue Scheme, or the Support for 
Mortgage Interest, while anyone 
renting their home may be entitled 
to housing benefits. 

Other agencies, including the 
Citizens Advice Bureaux, can offer 
specialist debt advice, and benefits 
are on offer to support those whose 
income has reduced or who have 
become unemployed. 

Each council will also be setting 
aside £5,000 to fund rent deposit 
schemes to support those who 
need help to move into a rented 
home.

“The Hooper report of the 
future of Royal Mail made 
reference - that due to internet 
shopping there had been an 
increase in postal packet traffic. 
Yet instead of growing the service 
and its accessibility to the 
customer, Royal Mail plan to 
reduce the service on offer to the 
public, all on the basis of budget 
planning. 

“Royal Mail in 2007, carried out 
a survey on the numbers that 
visited their callers office in 
Haverhill. These numbers 
accounted for over 50 - 60 visits 
each day during the period they 
now want to close. This would 
mean in any given week over 280 
customers would be frustrated at 
not being able to collect their 
post. 

“The CWU believe instead of 
reducing the service to the 
public, the service should be 
grown and callers offices should 
remain open longer, maybe even 
open for 7 days. Royal Mails 
current plan can only be 
described as half baked dogma.” 

A Royal Mail spokesman said: 
“As notified to customers, the 
opening hours of the callers 
office will change from 8am-2pm 
Monday to Friday with Saturday 
seeing no change on its 8am- 
12.30pm times. 

“This is in line with customer 
usage, most efficient use of re¬ 
sources and also reflects the fact 
that a visit to the callers office is 
increasingly unnecessary now¬ 
adays because of the different 
ways to arrange re-delivery. This 
includes online, calling customer 
services or arranging delivery to a 
local Post Office for a fee of 50p.”

Fears of delay 
for relief road 


A LONG-AWAITED relief 
road to take more traffic 
out of the centre of Haver¬ 
hill could be delayed by 
cuts to central government 
funding. 

Cllr John Griffiths, leader of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
has slammed the cuts in the 
light of plans for hundreds of 
new homes in the district, 
including 1,000 at north west 
Haverhill. 

Cllr Griffiths condemned the 
Government’s announcement 
that it is reducing the amount of 
growth area funding to the 
borough by £800,000, from 
£5.9m to £5.1m. 

He believes the cut in funding 
designed to support housing 
growth in St Edmundsbury will 
adversely affect the borough as 
well as the delivery of new 
homes for years to come. 

As a designated growth area, 
St Edmundsbury is earmarked to 
provide thousands of houses. 

Before they can be built, 
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infrastructure in the shape of 
roads - including the northwest 
relied road - employment, 
schools and the like must be put 
in place, using growth area 
funding. 

Cllr Griffiths said: “We have 
been constructive throughout 
and indeed welcomed sustain¬ 
able growth in the borough, but 
we have always been clear that it 
must not be excessive and that 
we must have the necessary 
infrastructure first. 

“Reducing this funding at the 
same time as requiring us to 
provide yet more new homes is 
wrong headed, short sighted and 
unsustainable. 

“By way of example, without 
the proper infrastructure in 
place, people living in and 
around these homes won’t have 
enough local jobs, proper 
amenities and facilities or local 
schools for their children - but 


they may well have traffic chaos. 

“We had earmarked the 
funding for three projects, North 
West Haverhill, Station Hill and 
the Suffolk Business Park in Bury 
St Edmunds, and this cut will 
limit the scope we have in 
supporting their delivery. 

“This is no way to proceed and 
I call upon the Government to 
reconsider this short-sighted 
cut.” 

A spokesperson for St Ed¬ 
mundsbury said: “The council is 
discussing how to take forward 
the three schemes mentioned 
with the project promoters. 

“Part of the discussion is 
about the infrastructure each 
scheme needs and when it 
needs to be delivered, for 
example roads, green spaces etc. 

“If any of this money is taken 
away, it is going to have an 
impact on what we can offer as 
grant support, and the effect will 
be felt in how soon the schemes, 
along with the jobs and houses 
they bring, can start.” 


Solid Oak 
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Banned drink-driver 
caught behind wheel 


A MAN already banned from 
getting behind the wheel for 
drink-driving failed another 
breath test, a court heard. 

Graham Sawyer, 29, esc¬ 
aped an immediate prison 
sentence from magistrates at 
Bury St Edmunds last week 
but was given a six-week 
prison term suspended for a 
year, and a three-year driving 
ban. 

Sawyer, of Parr Road, 
Haverhill, admitted drink¬ 
driving at Newmarket on 
June 5, as well as driving 
while disqualified and with 
no insurance, for which he 
was fined £250. 

Shini Cooksley, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Sawyer was stopped 
in High Street, Newmarket, 
by police officers who had 
seen him overshoot a road 
junction. 


He smelled of alcohol and 
a test showed 87 micrograms 
of alcohol in 100ml of breath. 
The legal limit for driving is 
35 micrograms in 100ml of 
breath. 

He was still banned from 
driving for a drink-driving 
conviction in June 2008. 

Claire Lockwood, for 
Sawyer, a site foreman at the 
Olympic stadiums in Lon¬ 
don, said he had reduced his 
drinking and a suspended 
sentence would give suff¬ 
icient protection for the 
public. 

Magistrates imposed an 
18-month community sent¬ 
ence on Sawyer, who must 
also obey an 18-month 
supervision order, complete 
the Drink Impaired Drivers’ 
Programme and do 70 hours 
of unpaid work.

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Shops to 
improve 
fronts 
with aid 


A SCHEME to breathe new 
life into shop fronts in an 
attractive Victorian con¬ 
servation area in Haverhill 
has been launched - with 
grants on offer to brighten 
up the street. 

Town centre manager Tina 
Hanks and Chris Rand, principal 
planning officer for St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council, 
began hand delivering app¬ 
lication packs to each of the 
businesses in Queen Street on 
Monday, encouraging them to 
apply for grants that will make 
their premises appear more 
attractive and at the same time 
retain and enhance the historic 
character of the area. 

The scheme aims to comple¬ 
ment re-paving and enhance¬ 
ments already under way to 
improve links to the nearby new 
Tesco store, due to open this 
autumn. 

The grants will pay for bet¬ 
ween 70 and 90 per cent of 
eligible works, up to a limit of 
£10,000 total cost, from a total 
budget of £50,000. 

When applications close in the 
autumn, the results will be 
reported to the Haverhill Area 
Working Party, which will 
recommend which projects go 
ahead. The successful applicants 
will then have two years to 
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complete the work. 

Cllr Karen Richardson, Haver¬ 
hill Area Working Party member 
said: “Queen Street traders have 
been through a lot of disruption 
with the enhancement work 
going on at present to create a 
pleasant retail quarter. 

“We hope this scheme will 
offer individual and practical 
support, to be undertaken in 
their own time. It is an oppor¬ 
tunity, not an obligation. 

“They will need to do the work 
themselves and comply with 
planning policies, all of which is 
explained in their packs. I hope 
that we will see a strong uptake”. 

Mr Rand said value for money 
would be one of the main factors 
in deciding applications. 

He said: “The scheme is as 
much about simple changes as 
big ones. For example some 
businesses may like to think 
about replacing their A-board 
with an attractive hanging sign. 

“Maybe just some repairs and 
paint are needed, for example a 
plastic fascia above the door 
could be removed and the 
original moulding beneath 
could be restored and sign 
written.

Woman admits 
benefit fraud 


A WOMAN who claimed council tax 
benefit for rental accommodation in Bury 
St Edmunds without revealing that she 
owned a property in Haverhill has 
appeared at Ipswich Crown Court. 

Deborah Ellis, 51, of Old Rope Walk, 
Haverhill, pleaded guilty to an offence 
that on or about March 8, 2004, at Bury St 
Edmunds, she knowingly made a false 
representation to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council with a view to obtaining 
council tax benefit for herself by failing to 
declare herself the owner of a property in 
Rope Walk, Haverhill, contrary to the 
Social Security Administration Act 1992. 

Ellis was given a conditional discharge 
for 12 months and ordered to pay £75 
towards prosecution costs within 28 days. 

The court was told the offence came to 
light when a member of the council’s staff 
cross checked benefit and council tax 
records. 

Council tax benefit is means tested and 
claimants are required to declare all 
capital, including property owned.

MORE DRIVERS than 
ever are getting behind 
the wheel after drinking, 
according to the latest 
figures released by Suffolk 
police. 

The results of the county’s 
summer drink and drug drive 
enforcement campaign for June 
showed an increase of just 
under 6 per cent when 
compared to the figures from 
the same campaign in 2008. 

The month-long campaign 
began on June J and saw 
officers across Suffolk conduct 
9J9 breath tests. Of those tests 
77 were positive, which equates 
to 8.4 per cent, with 34 of these 
more than twice over the legal 
limit. 

This compares to the results 
from June 2008 where officers 
conducted 857 breath tests - 2 J, 
or 2.45 per cent of which were 
positive. 

Of the 9J9 tests that were 
recorded, 262 were conducted 
on those aged 25 and under -13 
were positive, the equivalent of 
5 per cent. A total of 657 were 
conducted on those over 25 - 64 
were positive, 9.7 per cent. 

Of 290 tests which were 
routine breath tests conducted 
on each party involved in road 
crashes, there were 11 drivers

over the limit, which is equal to 
3.8 per cent. 

Chief Inspector Mike Bacon 
said: “I am disappointed the 
message is still not getting 
through. Over eight per cent of 
people checked have failed to 
act with consideration or 
acknowledge the greatly in¬ 
creased risks they face by drink 
driving. 

“Those offending need to 
realise that they are not just 
putting themselves at risk but 
other innocent road users as 
well. 

“Anybody convicted of drink 
driving will have a criminal 
record and could receive a 
prison sentence of up to 10 
years, they could be banned 
from driving, fined heavily and 
even lose their jobs. Not to 
mention the possible loss of life. 

“We want everyone to know 
that Suffolk police will not 
tolerate drink or drug driving 
and we will continue to carry 
out checks throughout the 
year.”

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Helping hand 
for job hunters 

JOBLESS young people in the region 
are being promised a helping hand 
under a new Government campaign. 

Called Backing Young Britain, the 
idea is to persuade businesses and 
other organisations to team up with 
the Government and create thousands 
of employment opportunities. 

Ministers have set up a £40 million 
Future Jobs Fund to pay for 
internships “so that graduates and 
non-graduates can get higher quality 
work experience”. 

A mentoring network is also being 
established to help young people find 
their feet in the jobs market, and 
47,000 “youth jobs” will be provided 
for those unable to find work or 
training within a year of leaving school 
or college. 

Organisations can help by: 

■ Working with a partnership to bid 
for one of the J00,000 jobs for young 
people from the Future Jobs Fund. 

■ Offering a volunteering place or a 
volunteer mentor for school or uni¬ 
versity leavers. 

■ Providing work experience places. 

■ Considering a young person for a 
job through a work trial. 

■ Offering an internship. 

■ Providing an apprenticeship for a J6 
to 24-year-old. 

Chris Mole, Parliamentary Under 
Secretary for Transport, said: “This 
scheme will not only give young 
people experience of the workplace, 
and keep their confidence up, but will 
help employers identify young people 
they might actually wish to take on.”

£235k salary for region’s 
NHS boss is ‘staggering’ 


TRADE unions and an MP 
have condemned the “stagg¬ 
ering” pay award handed to 
the region's top NHS exec¬ 
utive - giving him a salary of 
at least £235,000 and a pen¬ 
sion pot worth £2.4 million. 

Sir Neil McKay, chief executive of 
the Fulbourn-based East of England 
Strategic Health Authority (SHA), 
saw his salary leap from the 
£215,000-220,000 bracket in 2007/08 
to £235,000-240,000 last year. 

Comparing the lower ends of the 
pay brackets, the rise in Sir Neil’s 
pay comes to an inflation-busting 9 
per cent. 

Some of the rise comes from a 
performance bonus, but the auth¬ 
ority said it could not provide a 
figure on the bonus. 

Figures revealed in its draft 
annual report show seven other 
directors were paid £100,000 or 
more in 2008/09, receiving expenses 
payments of up to £4,000 on top of 
their salaries. 

The authority does not provide 
any healthcare services. It defines its 
role as providing “strategic leader¬ 
ship” for the region’s NHS.

general secretary for the public 
sector, said: “These pay awards for 
the top executives of the SHA are 
staggering and show that the 
authority has entered the strato¬ 
sphere of unreality.” 

Ms Cartmail said the salaries 
“send out entirely the wrong mess¬ 
age when public sector employees 
in Cambridgeshire are being told 
that cuts to services are on the way”. 

Martin Booth, chairman of the 
Cambridge health branch of 
Unison, said: “Many of our mem¬ 
bers get less than £20,000 a year and 
the real cost of living for items like 
food and fuel is continuing to rise 
disproportionately. 

“They will feel very angry and 
aggrieved at this astronomical pay 
rate and pay rise.” 

Mr Booth said staff at Hinch- 
ingbrooke Hospital, which the SHA 
wants to be run as a franchise, 
would be hit by its “plans for 
extending privatisation and out¬ 
sourcing of services” and would be 
particularly angry at the level of 
salaries. 

David Howarth, MP for Cam-

bridge, said: “In an effort to under¬ 
stand if the SHA actually does 
anything worthwhile, I held a 
meeting with them, which just 
confirmed my view that it serves no 


useful purpose at all. 

“The SHA is a completely point¬ 
less, extra layer of bureaucracy 
where some people clearly get extra¬ 
ordinarily high salaries. 

“It should be done away with 
completely.” 

The value of Sir Neil’s pension pot 
rose to £2.4 million at the end of the 
last financial year, compared to 
£1.75 million the previous year. 

The authority said various factors 
can affect the worth of pensions. 

Other big earners in 2008/09 
include Dr Paul Cosford, the SHA’s 
director of public health, who saw 
his salary rise to £155,000-160,000 
from £125,000-130,000 the previous 
year - a rise of 25 per cent. 

The authority said that rise was 
mainly down to back payments 
from a previous job. 

A SHA spokeswoman said: “The 
salaries shown in the annual report 
also take into account non¬ 
recurrent payments, such as arrears 
or bonus payments, as well as basic 
salary. 

“No bonuses were paid in 07/08, 
but were this year due to good 
performance in some key areas.” 

The SHA said the rise in directors’ 
basic pay was 2.2 per cent in 
2008/09, and was set nationally.

Once petrified of English lessons, 
stammerer is now teaching them

L ooking down 
at the book, his 
mouth dry, 
Robert Coe felt 
physically sick. A 
teenager, in the 
midst of studying 
for exams, he was 
sitting in an English 
lesson. And he'd just 
been asked to read 
aloud. 

“That was the worst 
thing. Absolutely the 
worst thing,” remembers 
Robert, shaking his head. 
“I was scared stiff of 
English for that exact 
reason: because there 
was always a chance I’d 
be asked to read. 

“It would take me 
about a minute to read 
one sentence. And the 
other kids used to take 
the mickey out of me, the 
way kids do ... it got to 
the point where I didn’t 
want to speak at all. 

“I became more and 
more introverted. To be 
honest, by the time I was 
161 hated my whole life: 

I hated my life because 
of my stammer.” 

Robert, who lives in 
Cambridge, has 
stammered ever since he 
learned to talk. At times, 
he says the condition has 
been crippling. 

To see Robert now- 
chatting away to his two- 
year-old daughter,

Natasha, while wiping 
chocolate spread off her 
hands - it’s clear he has 
learned to live with his 
stammer. And he has 
learned to control it too. 

“I’ll always have it,” 
admits Robert. “But I 
have learned how to 
cope with it now And I 
don’t try to hide it either. 

“One per cent of the 
adult population has a 
stammer: that means 
there are thousands of 
people who stammer in 
Cambridge alone.” 

Robert is the founder 
of a self-help group in 
the city, open to adults 
who stammer. He is also 
a trustee of the British 
Stammering Association 
and a supporter of The 
Dominic Barker Trust; 
set up by Dominic’s 
parents, after he 
committed suicide 
because of his speech 
problems, it funds 
research into the subject. 

“I want to raise 
awareness of 
stammering and the 
impact it can have on 
people,” explains Robert. 
“I also want people to 
know they don’t have to 
deal with it alone: there 
is support and help out 
there.” 

Robert’s stammer 
developed when he was 


two years old, the same 
age Natasha is now. “It 
manifests itself in two 
ways,” he explains. 
“There’s the overt 
stammer: blocking on 
words which, in my case, 
includes me kind of 
locking my jaw And then 
there’s the covert 
stammer: knowing a 
problem word is coming 
up, stopping and 


choosing a substitute... 
that can make your 
speech slow and a bit 
disjointed.” 

Robert particularly 
struggles, he explains, 
with words that start 
with a vowel. But he 
didn’t become self- 
conscious about his 
speech until he started 
school. 

“Kids pick on people 


who are a bit different,” 
says the 39-year-old, 
with a shrug. “They used 
to mimic me and yes, 
that was hurtful.” 

Sent for speech 
therapy at the age of 6, 
Robert’s stammer 
seemed to improve. 

But then, when 
puberty hit, his speech 
started a downward 
spiral. 


“It was at that age 
when everyone starts 
having relationships,” he 
remembers. “Everything 
was changing and my 
stammer started to get 
worse and worse. I 
became very quiet and 
avoided conversations as 
much as I could. 

“That’s when it 
became a psychological 
problem. I had a lot of 


time off school with 
different things; looking 
back, I’m sure I was 
suffering from stress.” 

Robert believes 
stammers begin as a 
physical problem, maybe 
“a slightly dodgy piece of 
wiring in the brain”, 
which, if identified early, 
can be treated 
successfully. He also 
believes that, over time, a 
stammer can become a 
major psychological 
issue - which is far more 
difficult to overcome. 

“By the time I left 
school my whole life was 
determined by my 
stammer,” he continues. 
“Things which other 
people don’t even think 
about were difficult for 
me: I used to hate using 
the phone, for example. 

“I did quite well in my 
O-levels, but I hated 
school so much I left 
before doing 

A-levels. Stammering was 
so central to my life I 
chose to train as a 
draughtsman: I thought 
it would be all drawing 
and no talking.” 

Referred for more 
therapy, Robert then 
learned to slow his 
speech right down, 
starting by saying a single 
syllable at a time. His 
stammer improved and, 
his confidence buoyed, 
Robert decided to apply 
to university. 

He says his time in

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The story on 
stammering 



STAMMERING is 
characterised by “stoppages 
and disruptions in fluency 
which interrupt the smooth 
flow and timing of speech”. 

Speech may sound forced, 
tense or jerky. People who 
stammer may avoid certain 
words or situations which 
they know will cause them 
difficulty. 

It is not known what 
causes stammering but 
research seems to suggest 
that a combination of factors 
is involved; genetics are 
relevant at least in some 
cases. Stammering is not 
simply a speech difficulty but 
is a serious communication 
problem. For the child or 
adult who stammers it can 
undermine their confidence 
and self-esteem, and affect 
their interactions with others 
as well as their education 
and employment prospects. 

It is widely accepted that 
5 per cent of children under 
the age of five will go 
through a phase of 
stammering at some stage in L 
their speech and language 
development. Up to a quarter 
of these children are at 
serious risk of developing 
chronic stammering (which 
may persist into adulthood 
without intervention during 
the pre-school years). 

Figures on stammering in 
adulthood show that 1% of 
the adult population 
stammers - that's around 
459,000 adults in Britain. 
Between three and four men 
stammer for every woman 
who stammers.

Hull, where he studied 
leisure management, was 
“brilliant”; his confidence 
growing all the time, on 
graduation he set off to 
travel the world - 
spending a year in the 
States, a year in Australia 
and two years in Europe. 

While living in Spain, 
unable to speak the 
native tongue, Robert 
took the only job he could 
find - as an English 
teacher. And, to his 
surprise, he loved it. 

“Teaching foreign 
students, I had to speak 
slowly and pronounce 
every word really 
carefully,” he explains. “It 
was good for me.” 

On returning to 
England, in 1997, Robert 
moved into marketing. 
Although he spent a 
decade in the job, he now 
says it wasn’t the career 
for him. 

“I met Samantha, my 
wife, in 2004,” continues 
Robert. “But as my family 
life got better and better, 
my professional life 
became worse and worse. 

“In the end I spoke to 
my GP about it; my GP 
sent me to a counsellor.” 

Encouraged by his 
counsellor, Robert 
decided to return to 


teaching English as a 
foreign language; after 
retraining, he found a job 
in Cambridge. “I love it,” 
enthuses Robert. “I’d say 
that’s one of my biggest 
achievements: I used to 
be petrified of English 
lessons, and now I teach 
them.” 

A keen writer, Robert 
also works for Local 
Secrets in Cambridge - a 
role which involves 
attending football 
matches, doing 
restaurant reviews and 
even conducting 
interviews. “As a teenager, 
I would never have 
believed I could do all 
this,” adds Robert, with a 
smile. 

After quitting 
marketing, in 2007, 

Robert took an intensive 
speech therapy course in 
London. As well as 
learning practical tips, 
such as breathing 
techniques, he realised 
the benefits of group 
therapy. 

“It was great to be in a 
room full of people who 
understood,” he says. 
“Stammering is described 
in terms of an iceberg: 
the bit you see, blocking 
on words, is just the tip of 
the iceberg - the rest, the 


anxiety, the stress of 
trying to avoid certain 
people and situations, is 
all hidden under the 
surface.” 

Robert went on to set 
up the Cambridge Self 
Help Group for Adults 
who Stammer: meeting 
once a month, at 
Chesterton Health 
Centre, it now has some 
40 members. 

Robert has also just 
completed a sponsored 
10k run in aid of the 
Stammering Association: 
so far he’s raised £400. His 
work for the association 
includes plans, supported 
by Education Secretary 
Ed Balls, to develop an 
early intervention 
strategy to help young 
children who stammer. 

Robert’s life is, he says, 
happier now than ever. 
He’s got a job he loves, a 
family he adores and is 
passionate about all his 
volunteer work. 

“I’ve learned so much,” 
concludes Robert. “I’ve 
learned that things do get 
better; there is help out 
there. 

“And I’ve also learned 
not to reflect too much 
on the past, but to live for 
the present - and look to 
the future.”

USED car values are gaining strength, 
as the summer brings unseasonably 
strong demand, according to Glass’s, 
publisher of Glass's Guide to Used Car 
Values. 

Values for smaller cars are performing 
particularly well, the publisher states. 

For example, the Fiat Grande Punto 
increased by around 15 per cent during June 
alone. Similarly, values for the likes of the 
Peugeot 206 and 207 remain very strong, 
with increases of 5-6 per cent. 

“Used-car price increases are likely to 
remain a feature of the market for much of 
the rest of the year, largely due to stock 
shortages,” suggests Jeff Paterson, chief car 
editor at Glass’s. 

Paterson adds that dealers are also seeing 
above-average levels of showroom traffic 
this summer, partly as a consequence of 
holidaymakers opting to stay in the UK 
rather than go abroad. 

“There is evidence that some consumers, 
choosing to spend more of their holiday 
time in the UK, are venturing into used-car 
dealerships in a bid to find a vehicle to enjoy 
the summer in. 

“This trend has brought a boost to almost 
all makes of drop-top over recent weeks, but 
we still expect to see values of convertible 
models easing as we progress into August. 

“After all, dealers won’t want to be holding 
on to stock just as the summer runs out.” 

Paterson says small and lower-medium 
cars are likely to remain in demand, en¬ 
suring that this end of the market remains 
the strongest in terms of residual values. 

Elsewhere, used-car buyers are being 
warned to avoid ‘gut reactions’ when 
looking around for a small runaround. 

“You might think, ‘I’ll buy a Ford or Fiat, 
because it will be cheap’,” says Matt 
Tumbridge, editor of Used Car Expert 
magazine. “Or you might think, ‘a Volks¬ 
wagen because it may be expensive, but 
won’t lose much’.” 

These are all reasonable guesses, says 
Tumbridge, but as Used Car Expert’s latest 
depreciation index reveals, they can be 
completely wrong, depending on the 
specification choice. 

One of the top picks, based on having had 
a heavy depreciation loss over the last J2 
months, is the Volkswagen Polo which, says 
Tunbridge, is “bigger, safer and more refined 
than before, maldng it deservedly one of the 
better small-car buys”. 

Used Car Expert magazine prices a 2004 
J.9 TDI with average mileage of 50,000 at 
around £4,850, having lost 34 per cent of its 
value over the last year.
